When we parted with him he 
bid fair to live many useful years. 
At the Cajon Messrs. Hill and San­ 
ford have nearly completed the cut­ 
ting of barley, a portion of which has 
been threshed, yielding 35 bushels to 
the acre; the balance will go up to 40 
On Monday they commence cutting 
their wheat, which is in a very fine 
condition.

Campo News. 


We find the following in the San 
Diego Union of the 3d: 
Yesterday morning Col. Bernard 
with tbe most of his command left for 
Campo, arriving here last night. The 
Co'onel means to take the matter in 
hand personally on the ground, and 
he is just the man todeal with it prop­ 
erly and well. Yesterday forenoon 
District Attorney Wildy (who, our 
readers will remember, took a guard 
out to Campo and staid there a while 
after the last raid)bad a dispatch from 
the Qaskills, showing that they felt 
the danger to be very imafinent. It 
is as follows: 
C a m p o , June 2.—Capt. H. H. Wildy 
—Tne Indians have taken to the rocks 
and the Mexicans are backing them. 
They are plundering houses and run­ 
ning off stock,and swearing vengeance 
on the inhabitants. I have sent the 
Constable after tbe head captain of the 
Indians. The families have concen­ 
trated for protection. 
The prospects 
are good for a general outbreak on the 
border. We will want some help soon. 
Let us know if you can come with a 
company. 
G a s k i l l B r o t h e r s . 
The Gaskills did not know tbe sol­ 
diers were then ou the way. 
With 
Colonel Bernard’s hoys on hand furth­ 
er assistance from this place will hard­ 
ly be needed. 
We learn that Judge Hollister, who 
is about to leave for Campo, received 
a despatch yesterday afternoon from 
his brother, informing him that he 
bad sent after tbe Judge’s sheep that 
had lately been driven below the line; 
and telling him, if he should start for 
Campo, to come by way of Valle de 
Viejas, aud not by tbe road along the 
line. The Judge leaves this morning. 
We shall probably hear from Col. 
Bernaid’s command during the day. 


L a t e r : —Yesterday morning we re­ 
ceived the following telegram from a 
thoroughly reliable gentleman: 
C a m p o , June 3d. 
To Douglas Qunn, Union Office: The 
renegade Mexicans and Indians still 
hold Larkiu’s stock and say they will 
kill and use it.

So far no one has been hurt.

Special dispatches to the Union last 
night are as follows: 
C a m p o , June 3d.—Colonel Bernard 
and his command will start to-morrow 
morning for J&cumbe Yalley, accom- 
fanied by the two head chiefs of the 
ndiaus in this vicinity, who came in 
to-day. They intend 
to learn the 
siate of affairs at that place and have 
sifted thoroughly, and try aud bring 
things to their natural state. 
From the latest information it is 
now positively known that the four­ 
teen Mexicans who were seen going to 
Jacumbe were sent there by order of 
the Alcalde of Tecarte, in Lower Cali­ 
fornia, to protect the Indians, they 
having complained to him that the 
Americans here intended to murder 
them all. 
All tbe families who have concen­ 
trated ho-re for protection intend to 
return to their homes to-morrow.

number of enlisted men. 
Yesterday the clouds drifted up 
from all sides and iu the mountains 
around there were considerable thun­ 
der showers, but uo raiu reached the 
towu. The rumbl ng and rolling of 
the thunder was very pleasaut to bear 
as being prophetic of the approach­ 
ing Summer rainy season. That the 
heaveus may opeu in due time and 
the rains descend abundantly, is the 
prayer of all.

On the 24th, Tuily, Ochoa & Co. 
shipped 16,024 pouods of wool by Ap­ 
pel’s train and 18,550 pounds by Sam- 
aniego’s train, to go East via Santa 
Fo to railroad couuection. This nioe 
total of 33,564 pounds of wool in one 
shipment gives a little idea of what 
the sheep interest is now and is likely 
to become in this vicinity. 
The appointment of Mr. Sweeney as 
agent ot the San Carlos Indian reser­ 
vation is believed to be a good one. 
Mr. Sweeney has been for some tims 
connected with Agent J. P. Clum in 
the management of the reservation, 
possesses the confidence of the latter, 
understands and is in full accord and 
sympathy with the policy which has 
made tbe San Carlos reservation what 
it is, and it is belléved and hoped that 
he will continue the good work in the 
good old way. 
Agent J. P. Clum arrived from Grant 
on Mouday. He preceded by a oouple 
of days tbe arrival of a detachment of 
San Carlos Apache soldiers who arriv­ 
ed here on Wednesday under the 
charge of Merejildo Grijalba, guide 
and scout. This party came here to 
be armed and equipped and will leave 
immediately for the extreme front, to 
be joined and followed by otber part­ 
ies. They marched through town 
yesterday and tbe sight of them waa 
good for tbe eyes and heart. 
The war dance last by the detach­ 
ment of San Carlos Apaches at pres­ 
ent in Tucson was a sight long to be 
remembered. The lateness of 
the 
hour and pressure of matter compel 
us to pass it at present with a mere 
reference. 
Previous annoiiucement 
that the dance would take place drew 
several thousand spectators to the 
military plaza early last evening and 
at the stated hour, about 8 o’clock p . 
m ., the Indians, dressed in breeoli- 
cloths and adorned with feathers and 
war paint opened the ball. The audi­ 
ence was composed of tbe ladies and 
gentlemen of Tucson, while the small 
boy was there in all his force and glo­ 
ry. The Indians seemed particularly 
delighted with tbe occasion and just 
spread themselves. They were armsd 
with bright needle-guns and danoed 
their aevil’s quicksteps and Virginia 
reels, around a large fire burning In 
the center with as much gusto and 
fierce delight as was ever delineated 
by tbe wildest Indian fiction. The 
dance continued for several hours and 
consisted of sorties by small squads of 
Indians at a time, then larger parties 
then all hands around together, the 
whole interspersed by the frequent 
discharge of blank cartridges from 
the arms in their hands. If the inter­ 
est manifested by the people in these 
orgies of the Indians pleased tbe lat­ 
ter and showed them that we are sat­ 
isfied with and feel friendly to them 
an long as they behave themselves the 
main object of the danoe was accom­ 
plished.

The train which left New York City 
at one o’clock last Thursday morning 
reached San Francisco at nine o’clock 
on Sunday morning—making the trip 
in just eighty hours. 
The actual dis­ 
tance run was 3,329 miles, which di­ 
vided by eighty shows that the train 
averaged a fraction over 41] miles per 
hour from the time it left New York 
until it stopped at Oakland wharf. In 
the task of annihilating space this is 
the greatest feat ever known. 
Loco­ 
motives have traveled faster for a 
short distance, and balloons have car­ 
ried men five hundred, or even one 
thousand 
miles at a considerably 
higher rate of speed, but never hefore 
has a party of human beings traveled 
3,300 
miles in eighty consecutive 
hours. Mr. J u l e s V e r n e in one of 
his novels makes Mr. P h i n e a s F o g g 
travel around the world In eighty 
days not including the day he gained 
by the same time phenomena that 
made it fourteen minutes past noon iu 
New York at the moment when on 
the arrival of the lightning train the 
San Francisco clocks were on the 
strike of nine in the morning; but 
Mr. F o g g traveled in imagination, 
and much slower than J a r r e t t & 
P a l m e r , who traveled in person, in­ 
side of a palace car, and moved one- 
eighth of the distance around the 
world in eighty hours, or one twenty- 
fourth of the time consumed by Mr. 
F o g g . 
Looking backward, this train 
has accomplished something wonder­ 
ful—something unparalled. 
But it is 
only a wonder of to-day. 
Ten or 
twenty years hence greater speed over 
a greater distance will be recorded. 
Compared with the cumbrous steam 
machine that drew the first train over 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, the 
locomotive of to-day is a perfect piece 
of mechanism. It is however only 
perlect by comparison, and if we may 
measure what mechanical genius will 
do by what it has done, we shall have 
no dfficulty in imagining the locomo­ 
tive of 1900, a better, safer and faster 
traveler than the locomotive 1876. 
But unless the emergency is great, it 
will be some time before another train 
travels 3,329 miles in eighty hours.

T h e United States Circuit Court 
for California in the case of a colored 
man against the manager of a San 
Francisco theatre holds that the Civil 
Rights bill so far as it applies to thea­ 
tres is unconstitutional and cannot be 
enforced. The theory is that theatres 
are private property aud the own­ 
ers have a right to exclude or admit 
whom they please. On this line of 
argument the law is alike unconstitu­ 
tional when applied to hotels, street 
cars and railroads built without the 
assistance of muuicipa!, county, State 
or National subsidy. 
They are all 
private 
property 
and 
the 
same 
decision which gives theatre owners 
the right to refuse admission to col­ 
ored people gives the right to exercise 
the same power to the owners or man­ 
agers of all private property. 
The 
Civil Rights bill, according to Judge 


S a w y e r , does not give the colored 
people extravagant privileges after 
all. 


This body held its initial meeting 
at the 8tate Capital yesterday in 
room No. 60, located iu the South­ 
western extremity of the building, 
Secretary of State Beck having des­ 
ignated that as their permanent head­ 
quarters. Organization was effected 
by electing General Stoneman as Pres­ 
ident, and Walter M. Phillips as Sec­ 
retary. The Secretary was directed 
to procure from the Secretary of State 
a list of all companies subject to the 
provisions of the Act creating the 
Board, and to ascertain the names of 
the officers thereof respectively; also, 
to procure from the Secretary of State 
one thousand copies of the law creat­ 
ing the Board, and to serve or cause 
to be served on each railroad corpora­ 
tion withiu the State a copy of the 
Act, together with a notice that the 
same is so served iu pursuance of the 
provisions of Section 6 of said Act. 
The President aud Secretary were in­ 
structed to communicate to all cor­ 
porations subject to the provisions of 
said Act that the official communica­ 
tions of the Board to them will be 
made by the Secretary of the Board, 
aud that their communications to this 
Board should be addressed to the Sec­ 
retary, at the office of the Board, in 
thb city of Sacramento. It was re­ 
solved that the Secretary should also 
address a communication to all cor­ 
porations or companies operating rail­ 
roads iu this State, the cars on which 
are propelled by steam, demanding 
from them to furnish the Hoard with 
copies of all leases, contracts and 
agreements for transportation with 
express companies, or otherwise, to 
which they are parties. 
Commis­ 
sioner Doyle was appointed a commit­ 
tee to prepare and submit to the 
Board at its next meeting rules for 
the conduct of the proceedings of the 
Board in cases arising under the va­ 
rious sections of the Act requiring the 
decision of the Board. The Secretary 
was ordered to open correspondence 
with similar Boards elsewhere, re­ 
questing to be furnished with copies 
of their official íeports, and such other 
documents as they may be pleased to 
furnish, and procure copies of the 
laws under which the Boards were 
created. It was resolved that an offi­ 
cial communication be addressed to 
the several corporations owning rail­ 
roads in this State, requesting them to 
furnish such passes or other docu­ 
ments as will authorize the members 
of the Board and their Secretary to be 
transported in the discharge of their 
duties over their respective roads, free 
of charge, in accordance witn Section 
3 of Chapter 1 of the Act creating the 
Board. 
Adjourned subject to the call 
of the President.—Sacramento Rec­ 
ord- Union, June 3d. 


State Land Investigation. 


A grand tournament at Santa Mon­ 
ica next Sunday. 
The steamer San LuU has arrived 
at San Francisco with combustibles. 


The duties of the Commisioners who 
have been appointed by the Governor 
to examine into the sale and disposal 
of the State lands are thus defined In 
the'Act providing for their creation: 
First—To ascertain all grants made 
by the United States to this State. 
Second—To examine all titles issued 
by the State, together with the man­ 
ner in which such titles have been is­ 
sued. Third—To ascertain the name 
of all parties to whom the State has 
issued title for more than 320 acres, 
together with the number of acres in 
excess of this amount sold to any one 
person, and to ascertain whether such 
sales have been made for parties di­ 
rectly or through Attorneys. 
Fourth 
—To ascertain the amount of Control­ 
ler’s wants outstanding against sever­ 
al reclamation districts, together with 
their mode of Issue and the considera­ 
tion received therefor by the district 
upon which they were made a lien. 
Fifth—to investigate the affairs of the 
Surveyor General’s office from the 
time of the 
organization thereof. 
Sixth—To make such examination 
into any aud all matters connected 
with the sale and disposal of State 
lands as shall be necessary to promote 
the best interests of the State. 
The 
Commissioners are to report at length 
to the next legislature, and from time 
to time to the Governor. 
Tbeir sala­ 
ries are fixed at $200 per month, and 
they are allowed an Attorney, who 
must be well versed in the land laws 
of the State, at an expense not to ex­ 
ceed $250 per month. 


Mineral King Mines. 


These mines are now becoming an 
interesting topic of conversation. All 
kinds of favorable reports are going 
the rounds, and we have taken some 
little pains and trouble to reach as 
near facts as is possible for us to do. 
We believe from the workings of in­ 
terested 
parties (whose names are 
withheld at present), that the mines, 
or at leas a portion of them, will be 
thoroughly tested the coming season. 
We would like to see public spirit 
among our citizens sufficient to build 
a good wagon road to the district. We 
are told that $30,000 can be raised by 
private subscription among interested 
parties now residing iu San Francisco. 
This suggests to us that a permanent 
benefit to Visalia would be the result 
8liould our citizens donate liberally to 
this mountain road fund. Our Super­ 
visors would no doubt lend a helping 
hand also, if possible, in behalf of the 
county. This is a subject that directly 
interests the county iu general.—Visa­ 
lia Times.

Broughl In eessant contact with Charley 
Gould lor the past six years, they learned his 
merits. 
In charge ot a department of annoying com­ 
plications, he never manifested Impatience 
or petulance or discourtesy. 
They ever found him urbane and ready for 
any labor however exhausting. 
They bear willing testimony to his marked 
competency—his thorough aptitude and fa­ 
miliarity with every detail. 
He was a man of pure Instincts. 
His accomplishments were not clerical 
alone. He was a ripe scholar. 
Unassuming, yet firm, his uniform courtesy 
anil kindness of heart created about him an 
atmospbereof friendships. 
He had no enemy among the bar. 
Judge Ygnaclo Sepulveda presiding, re­ 
sponded as follows: 


O e n t l f m e n o f t h e B a r .—I deplore most 
profoundly the death ol Charles W. Gould. 
In the two courts where It has been my lot to 
preside for over six years, I have had dally 
opportunities toappreclate his sterling worth, 
the infinite kindness of his heart, his fine 
abilities, and his conscientious attachm ent 
to duty. This tribunal has lost by his death 
one of its m ost efficient arm s in the discharge 
of Its functions. In deen sym pathy with the 
universal sorrow, asa tribute to his memory 
and as a lasting testimony of our affection­ 
ate remembrance, it is ordered tnat the pro­ 
ceedings of l his day be entered of record here, 
and that this Court do now adjourn until 
Wednesday the 7th Instant at 9 a. m.
